IiaPiffinKEKT OF JUSTICE 


The Department of Justice today made public the attached 
correspondence between Senator George W. Norris .and Attorney Gemral 
Robert H. Jackson. 
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February 22, 1940

I.Jy dear Mr. Jackson; 


. . It is with considerable hesitancy that I write you upon the 
subject of the activities of the Federal Eureau of Investigation. I have 
heard so many complaints of the activities of this Bureau that it has 
seemed to me I ought to vjrite you regarding them. 


I have made no etteumt to investigate the various charges I have 
bRaT'dj but from wbat I have heard, from sources I believs to be rsliablG 
I cannot help but reach the Gonclusion that there is some well-grounded 
fear that the activities of this Bureau are overstepping and over— reaching 
the legitimate objects for which it was created. 


I have also heard considerable complaint as to the treatment which 
has been given by this Bureau to persons arrested, tending to humiliate 
prisoners unnecessarily, often to prevent them from pursuing the ordinary 
means and methods xvhich, it seems to me, under the Constitution ought to 
be open to everyone who is charged with a crime, Ihese complaints have 
been so widespread and some of them have been given such publicity that 
you are perhaps as vjell aware of them as 1 am, and know better than I would 
know whether the legitimate rights and liberties of any of our people have 
been frustrated and denied. 


For example, it has been alleged and given considerable publicity 
that in Detroit quite e number of persons were arrested and handcuffed to- 
gether, and their pictures taken in this Gondltion, As 1 understand it, 
the charge against these people was that they had assisted men to enlist 
in the Loyalist Aimy in Spain, Ihey were not criminals; there was no 
reason to believe that any of them would try to escape. They were not 
charged with an offense that had any odium attached to it, and yet they 
were treated as if they were wbll knovni to be criminals of the lowest tsrpe. 
This treatment of any citizen has a tendency to coerce him, to 'break H-im 
down, to disgrace him unnecessarily, and is, it seems to me, indefensible. 
About this same time, other similar arrests were made in other cities of 
the United States,

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If these reports are Emyivhere rear the truth, such conduct on 
the part of officisJ.s of the Federa l Go'verimient , it seems to me is 
entirely ineXcusahle, 


I understand you haFe disniissed many of these complaints in the 
Detroit case. 


According to xsy understanding, this Bureau was created and exists 
only to investigate violations of law, and its activities ought to be 
confined, in n^r judgment, to the respectful treatment of citizens. It 
does not contemplate the inliuman treatment of them, or excuse it, especially 
when the people affected are well knonmnot to be outlaws or etiminals. 
Certainly the Gfovernment of the Onited States cannot afford to be given 
to third-degree methods, inflicted upon men and women, known not to be 
criminals, and, particularly, when they are charged with an offense which 
has no odium attached to It, 

I tear the activities of this Bureau, covering as they do the 
entire coiuitry, are going to bring into disrepute the methods of our en- 
tife system of jurisprudence.^ 


At the same time, Ifc, lackson, I do not wish to interfere with any 
legitimate activity in which this Bureau may be engaged, I' think it has 
done some good vrork. As the head of the Department of Justice, ho%vever , 
it seems to me you eanaot afford to permit the activities of any of your 
subcrdinates, or of any of the Bureaus under your control, to pursue 
methods which are inhuman ^d hrutal. As I see it, the activities of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation should be confined to the apprehension and 
arrest of persons charged with crime , and the methods pur sued- ought to be 
such as not to bring the Department of Justice into disrepute. 

It seems to me the former Attorney General, Honorable Harlan F, Stone, 
now Associate Justice of the Supreme Court of the United States, stated 
the case conoisely and fully when he said on Kay 15, 1924; 

"There is always the possibility that a secret police 
system may become a menace to free government end free Institu- 
tions because it carries witli it the possibility of abuses 
of power which are not always q.uickly apprehended or under- 
stood. The enormous expansion of federal legislation, both 
civil and criminal, in recent years, however, has made a 
bureau of investigation a necessary instrument of law enforce- 
ment. But it is iE5>ortant that its aetivities be strictly limited 
to the performance of those functions for Which it was created 
and that its agents themselves be not above the law or beyond 
its reach.

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”!Tije 'bureau of iRveatigatioii i© sot aonceraed 
wltii politieai or otiier epiuioas of indiriduaig.

well ihvestigHte the activities of this Bureau, and, if you deem 
proper , curtail such activities as do not come within the limitations
